Statement of Services for which the decoration has 
been awarded. 

Shri Ranjit Singh Motiram Rane was posted in 
the Godrej Crcekside Colony as there was some 
apprehension of breach of peace there 
At about 5 -30 P.M. one gr oup of workers belonging 
to a political party were attacked by a riotous mob. 
when they reached the colony to meet one member 
of their party. When the Police intervened, they 
were also attacked by the unruly mob, armed with 
lethal weapons Sub-Inspector Shri Prithviraj K. 
Chandgude was injured. He fired when he found 
that the situation had otherwise become uncontrol- 
able. Fining even the use of fire-arms ineffective 
he directed Shri P. R, Malay to get the reinforce- 
ment from the Police Station Undeterred hy the 
fury of the mob Sub-Inspector Chandgude conti- 
nued to engage them. When one Police Constable 
was attacked hy a pick-axe, Sub-Inspector Chand- 
gude rushed to his help. In the encounter Sub- 
Inspector Chandgud# received grievous injuries and 
collapsed due to profuse bleeding. 

Shri Ranjit Singh Motiram Ratio who was tnembet 
of the Police party was also attacked by the mob and 
was injured. The gallant constable though injured 
was not disspirited. When he saw that a police 
Constable was being hit by a lethal weapon on tin- 
back he rushed to his rescue and thereby again in- 
vited the wrath of the mob. The mob inflicted 
fatal injuries on him and hr died a noble death trying 
to save his colleague 

. Shri Joseph Isaac Samson was a membet of the 
Police part’, vvhi-h had gone to Godrej Creokstde 


colony to disperse the unruly crowd which had col- 
lected there. Shri Samson rescued one person from 
the revengeful mob and brought him to a place of 
safety. He himself was injured in the process 
Then he saw a group of persons rushing towards Shri 
Kadam. Inspector of Police Shri Samson opened 
fire to keep the Mob away so as to enable the Police 
Inspector to get to his vehicle. Shri Samson helped 
one Sub-Inspector wlto was attacked by the mob 
and brought him to the police van by physically 
lifting him. While doing so he had to hear the brunt 
of the attack from the mob. He was seriously in- 
jured. 

Shri Ram Narayan Dube was a Wireless operator 
of the Mobile Wireless Van which was oir patrol 
duty in the Godrej Crcekside Colony. Unmindful 
of the activities of the blood-thirsty mob he trans- 
mitted correct account of the happenings taking 
place around him to the conlrol room. He was 
himself attacked by the riotous mob with sticks 
and iron bars. While other members of the Police 
party in the Wireless van jumped out of the vehicle 
to a place of safety. Shri Dube continued to trans- 
mit messages to the control room disregarding his 
own safety. Shri Dube sustained a punctured wound 
on his back but did not leave his post. He continued 
io send the messages to the control room till he 
became unconscious 

In dealing with the riotous mob, all the Police 
officers mentioned above exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry and a high sense of devotion to duty

Statement of services foi which the du oration has hem 
awarded 

On the 2nd September, 1972 when riots broke 
out m the Godrej Creckside Colony Shri Balkrishna 
Bhikajirao Kadam rushed to the colony with a police 
party to deal wiih the situation He not only quelled 
the riots but also provided protection to the grouji 
of political woikers who were attacked hy the riotous 
mob. While dealing with the mob he received 
injuries on bis ffice and fell down on the ground. 
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He was rescued and taken to the police vehicle by 
Shri Samson who was standing nearby. But when 
he saw that the rioters were not dispersing inspite 
of the best efforts of the police he re-loaded his 
revolver and went back to deal with the crowd with- 
out caring for his injuries. He fired six rounds and 
succeeded in holding the crowd at bay for some 
time he himself collapsed. 

On the 2nd September, 1972 when Shri Purushottam 
Rajaram Mulay returned to Vikhroli Police Station 
at 17 *30 hours from some official duty, he learnt 
that Shri Kadam and other police officials had gone 
to the Godrej Creekside Colony. He hurried with 
his motor cycle and joined the Police party. Shri 
Mulay and other police personnel tried to disperse 
the mob but were not successful. The mob attacked 
Sub-Inspector Shri Samson in order to free one of 
the residents of the colony who had been arrested 
by Shri Samson. Shri Mulay took charge of the 
arrested person and dragged him to the police van 
Infuriated mob attacked him with a volley of stones. 
But unmindful of the injuries he first rendered 
assistance to S.I. Shri Chandgude and then he fired 
from his revolver in order to disperse the mob, but 
the revolver got jammed after the first two shots. 
The mob set fire to his motor-cycle. But without 
caring for the same he rushed to the Police Station 
on foot in order to bring some reinforcement. After 
most of the Police officers and men had received 
serious injuries and fallen on the ground Shri Mulay 
took charge of the situation and ordered the police 
party to open fire which had salutary effect and the 
mob dispersed. 

Both Shri Balkrishna Bhikajirao Kadam and Shri 
Purushottam Rajaram Mulay displayed courage, 
initiative, high sense of devotion to duty and presence 
of mind in dispersing the riotous mob.

On the 21st March. 1972 Shri Mano Ranjan Sing 
was travelling in a train in plain clothes. At about 
21 *25 hours when the train arrived at the Dum Dum 
Railway Station, four miscreants entered the com- 
partment in which Shri Mano Ranjan Singh 
was travelling. As the train teft the Dum 
Dura Railway Station, the miscreants whipped out 
bho jab's and revolvers and started demanding 


valuables from the passengers. The passengers 
were frightened and many of them handed* 
over their watches, purses and other valu- 
ables to the miscreants. When they came to Havil- 
dar Mano Ranjan Singh, he offered resistance. One 
of the miscreants hit Shri Mano Ranjan Singh on 
his head with Bhojali as a result of which Shri Mano 
Ranjan Singh was severely wounded. But in 
disregard of his injury he caught hold of one of the 
miscreants and hit one of them with a Bhojali which 
he had snatched away from the hands of the assailant. 
This action encouraged other passengers in the com- 
partment and they rushed to assist him. Two of the 
miscreants were caught while to others escaped, 

Shri Mano Ranjan Singh exhibited cool courage in 
disregard of his personal safety and apprehended two 
miscreants who were armed with lethal weapons.

In December, 1971, Dr. Govind Prasad Gupta 
received information that a large number of men who 
were sent to raid the enemy positions at Minimarg 
had fallen sick due to extreme cold. On receiving 
this information Dr. Gupta without caring for the 
risk involved went to Dawar, then walked a dis- 
tance of 35 miles and rendered medical aid to all the 
sick persons. Again on the 16th February, 1972 
when information was received that four persons of 
61st Battalion had been trapped under an avalanche 
in Jasmin area, Dr. Gupta went in helicopter to 
Dawar and then walked up to Jasmin. He treated 
and nursed the injured constable and brought him to 
Niru from where he was evacuated to General 
Hospital. Further in May, 1972 when the 60th 
Battalion of Border Security Force was engaged in 
action with Ihe enemy in Lakes area and no doctor 
was willing to serve in this dangerous and climati- 
cally difficult area. Dr. Gupta proceeded to the 
battalion and rendered treatment to all the battle 
casualties in disregard of the heavy enemy firing. 
Without caring for his personal safety he moved to 
Gobi area and provided medical cover to the Border 
Security Force personnel. 
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Dr. Govind Prasad Gupta showed conspicuous 
courage and high sense of devotion to duty in giving 
medical aid to the wounded Border Security Force 
personnel, in very difficult circumstances.

On the 3rd May, 1972, information was received 
by Shri Shyamal Chandra Kundu at 13 -45 hrs, 
that some armed extremists had assembled in a 
mango grove near kandokhola under Santipur 
Police Station. Shri Kundu immediately collected 
the policemen available belonging to the Central 
Reserve Police Force and the District Police and left 
for the hide out of the exteremists. On reaching the 
mango grove Shri Kundu divided the police party 
into three groups. While two of these groups were 
asked to comb the surrounding area of the mango 
grove, Shri Kundu himself directed the operation 
from the central position. When the police parties 
were combing the area, six armed extremists who 
were hiding in the bushes, opened fire and hurled 
hand grenades at the police party. After the exchange 
of Are for some time with the police parties which 
were combing the area the extremists tried to escape 
through the shrubs and bushes. On being chased 
by Shri Kundu the extremists took up position 
behind the trees in the mango grove and started 
firing on the police party led by Shri Kundu. The 
fire was returned by the plice party. The courage 
with which Shri Kundu led his men resulted in the 
death of 4 extremists. Some arms and ammuni- 
tion were also recovered. 

In the encounter with the extremists Shri Shyamal 
Chandra Kundu exhibited exemplary courage and 
devotion to duty.

Statement of Services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 3rd May, 1972 Shri Shyamal Chandra 
Kundu, Circle Inspector of Police, Santipur received 
information at about 13 -45 hrs. that some armed 
extremists had assembled in mango grove near 
Kandokhola under Santipur Police Station. Shri 
kundu collected the Police force available and pro- 
ceeded to the hide out of the extremists. On reaching 
the mango grove Shri Kundu divided the Police 
party into three groups. Two of these groups led by 
Shri Badal Sinha and Shri Bhupendra Mohan Chanda 
of the Santipur Police Station were asked to comb 
the area surrounding the mango grove. When 
they were combing the area the extremists opened 
fire and hurled hand grenades. The Police party 
led by Shri Bhupendra Mohan Chanda returned the 
fire. While the group led by Shri Chanda kept 
the extremists engaged, Shri Badal Chandra Sinha 
closed in. In the face of heavy fire by the extremists 
all the four Police personnel. Shri Bhupendra Mohan 
Chanda, Shri Badal Chandra Sinha, Shri Dal Chandra 
Balmiki and Shri Kumaresh Chandra Biswas kept 
their nerves and replied the fire effectively killing four 
extremists 

In the encounter with the extremists all the four 
officers mentioned above exhibited exemplary courage 
and conspicuous gallantry. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule

Medal and consequently carry with them the special 
allowance admissible under rule 5. with effect from 
the 3rd May, 1972.

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Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

A patrol party of the Border Security Force under 
the command of Head Constable Bhoor Singh was 
deputed on the 2nd January, 1973 to intercept a 
gang of notorious smugglers who were likely to cross 
over to India from Pakistan near Panchla border 
out post. At about 1000 hours while following the 
foot-prints of camels, the Border Security Force 
Patrol party spotted some strangers at a distance of 
about six. to seven hundred yards. The patrol party 
was divided into three groups. Two of the groups 
were ordered to encircle the smugglers from the left 
and right flanks respectively, third group led by 
Shri Kanwar Singh was ordered to proceed from 
behind and cut off the escape route of the smugglers, 
when all the three groups started closing in on the 
smugglers, the latter opened lire on the patrol party 
which was returned, Shri Kanwar Singh crawled a 
distance of about 50 yards in order to get closer to 
the smugglers and to occupy a vantage position. 
He crawled further and jumped upon a smuggler 
who was firing at the Border Security Force patrol 
on the flanks. Shri Kanwar Singh struck the 
smuggler with the butt of his rifle, pinned him down 
to the ground and snatched his. 303 rifle. After- 
disarming him he opened fire on the remaining party 
of the smugglers. This unnerved the smugglers and 
they started running helter-skelter. In this action 
ultimately six smugglers were apprehended and 
smuggled goods worth about Rs. 33000 seized. 

Shri Kanwar Singh was further deputed to chase 
the fleeing smugglers. He had another encounter 
with the smugglers as a result of which the smugglers 
left behind an Indian Muslim woman who was ab- 
ducted by them. 

Shri Kanwar Singh displayed conspicuous gallantry 
and devotion to duty in the action against the smug- 
glers.
